And thereby became the more 17 
to be carried away into many 
Cuſtoms; in which I: continued Yan 
about the Year 1640. I bei ot 
about Nineteen or Twenty Years. of 
8 At which time it h 1 
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(4) 
Lord to lay his Hand upon me; firſt, 
in taking away the uſe of all my 
Limbs, and I was attended with ex- 
tream Pains; through which Pain 
and Miſery, my outward Senſes were 
much impaired ; but my inward 
Senſes remained freſh, ſo as that I 
was brought into a Remembrance of 
the Sins of my Youth ; and in the 
Senſe. thereof: I was brought to un- 
dergo ſuch Terrors from the Lord 
wel Conſcience for my Sins, as 
were Neavier and greater than that 
on my Body: So that I came to Ex- 
1 80 this Truth, Though the In- 
irmities of the Body may be born, 
yet 4 wounded Spirit who can bear? 


And in the Senſe of the cauſe of it 


all, T inwardly cried unto the Lord 
for Pardon of thoſe my great Tranſ- 
greſſions, and there I was indeed as 
caſt forth into the open Field, to the 
Loathing of my own Perſon. And 
this I may truly ſay was the time of 
the Lord's Love to me; for at that 
time there was a Covenant enter'd 
into, that if the Lord would ſpare 
9 : me,

me, and become my Helper, I ſhould 


be willing not only to decline my 
Evil Ways, but become the Lord's, 
to ſerve him. Suddenly upon which, 
I was, as by a Viſion, ſhewed, As if 
I were in a wide Field, that had a 
deſcent of an Hill, and at the bottom 
of it an aſcent of another Hill, ſet all 
with Roſes in ranks, and with Green- 
ſwerd under foot; and on the top a 
City gliſtering like Gold, and the In- 


habitants in like manner. But when 


this was over, the Senſe of it remain'd 
freſh with me; and it was ſhewed 
me, That the deſcending the Hill 

was my leaving of my former Courſe 
of Life; and the aſcent of the other, 
the Liſe contrary; and the End, that 
City. And herein I witneſſed that 


Saying of Wiſdom : That her Ways 


are Ways of Pleaſantneſs, and all her 
Paths are Peace, Soon after this 
my Pains ceaſed, and I returned to 
Health and Strength; and by the 
Lord's Providence, was removed from 
the place. of my then Abode, into 
another. place; where I met with one

that was then termed a Paritan, with 
whom I was about Six Weeks; and 
at my return, the Enemy put choſe 
my Old Aſſociates. to draw me into 
the ſame Practice as before. But 


the Lord had ſo changed my Mind, 


both againſt it and them, that it 
became my Loathing, and not my 
Delight; and in a true Senſe of it 
my Soul bleſſed the Lord, that had 
wrought that Change. 

Then there aroſe a ſecret and earneſt 


oy in my Soul, and deſire after Good, 


after the Lord, and the Knowledge 
of his Way, where I ſhould find it; but 
as did Samuel in going to El, fo did 
T in. going to Men: At firſt to the 
National Way, andits Forms, hoping 
I might there receive ſome Good ; 
but findiog it not, I then inquired 
among the Presbyterians ; alſo of the 
Independents, of ſeveral forts; and af- 
ter of the Particular Bapti/ts, and then 
of the General Baptiſts; with whom 
I ſtay'd, with one fort or other of 
them, (there being many ſorts of 
them alſo) about Seven or Eight 
„ THe TEN 
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Years ; their . Profeſſion being the 
geareſt to the Letter, of the Scrip. 
ture, as I then Judged 1 But, not 
fading that Good, ghere, neither, that 
my Saul wanted 1 was brought near 
to. Deſpair,, An then Retiring from 
hearing of any, and at times, from 
all outward Company, to bemoan 
this my diſtreſſed Eſtate and Condi- 
tition, theſe words came before me: 
Wait on the Lord, and he ſhall give 
thee n thine Heart, In the 
Belief of which, I waited near two 
Years ;. tho' I had been as the Spouſe, 
eaquiring of the Night Watch. men, 
where might find my Beloved, that 
my Soul wanted; and this was ob- 
ſervable, when I went from the Na- 
tional to the Presbyterians, they. rent 


the National Vail; and the like did 


the [ndepenaents and Baptiſts, of all 
ſorts, : Vet T Was brought to ſee, 
that they were generally as unter 3 
Vail, and few, of them had come to 


ſee within the Vail, to the Hoſieſt 
of all; For the Promile of the Lord 
was not to them then fulfilled, of 
eee

his deſtroying the Face of the Covering, 


that had been ſpread over the Face of 


all People, whoſe Eyes the God of 
this World had blinded ; even ſuch 
that Believe not in the Light that 
ſhines in the Heart, which God hath 
placed there, to give the right and 
true Knowledge of Himſelf, and of 
our Lord and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt ; 
agreeable to the Apoſtle, 2 Cor. 4. 4. 


Now to return, ,it was with me to 
mention in particular, who were the 
firſt Inſtruments that did inform me 
of this Way. The firſt was one Coll. 
Rich, who mentioned that Saying in 
T6, chap. 25. verſ. 9. This is the 
Lord, we have waited for him; we will 
be glad, and rejoyce in his Salvation: 
Saying, © This is the Lord, He that 
© ſheweth unto Man what his Thoughts 
tare; and all that have thus known 
© God, and in Faith have waited for 
© his Salvation, have found it, and are 
 *truly glad; and all that have gone 
F any other way to get the true Know- 
edge of God, have miſſed it, and

© Salvation too. Now the Complaint; 
*as of Old, may juſtly be taken up, 
* That the Leaders of the People have 


© cauſed them to Err, and thoſe People 


* periſh for lack of this Kyowledge : But 
* who are theſe Leaders? Are they 
not thoſe that went, and the Lord 
© never ſent them, as of Old? To this 
purpoſe was his Teſtimony, from the 
Sight he had of the Truth: And the 
Lord was ſo pleaſed at that time, 
by his Almighty Power, to ſet the 
Matter ſo home upon my Hearr, 
that it broke me, and melted me 
with Tears. wig 
But ſoon after this, I came to hear 

a Teſtimony born, by that Witneſs 
and faithful Servant of the Lord 
John Crook, who was indeed then to 
me a Maſter of an Aſſembly ; far T 
do ſay, he faſtned a Nail in a fure 
place. His Miniſtry. was ſo preci- 
ous to me, he directing me into the 
Right Way, where I found Him 
whom my Soul loved, even Him 
that ſupplied all my Wants, even He 
that made known my wanting State

to me, I, came to witneſs to be the 
Supplier of gme, in waom) I now 
alone truſl. 1. 

About two Vears 7 this, the 
Lord was pleaſed to call me forth 
to Miniſter unto. others, what the 
Lord had made me. a Witneſs of, 
and the Way thereof. Now the 
firſt place that my Mouth was open- 
ed in Teſtimony to the Truth, was 
at the Meeting at Mile- End- Ireen, 
where I had a good Service for the 
Lord, and Truth. Next at Han- 
merſmith : And after. at the Pall. 
Mall, Weſtminſter ; where I, with 
others, were taken and carried be- 
fore Juſtice Poultney. a. Moderate 
Man; and after ſome Plea had, were 
cleared. A. ſecond time being there 
taken again, we were had before the 
mY Juſtice, and one other, and diſ- 

parged again. But being taken the 
ra time, and 2 beſore the ſaid 

1 and one other, they 
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it being the time of the Five Pound 
Act; they Fined us but Two Shi 
lings and Six Pence a piece: And up- 
on our Refuſal to pay, they commit- 
ted us to the Gate Houſe at Weftmin- 
fter for five days; the Owner of the 
Goal was the Lady Broaghton, a cruel 
Woman, whoſe Demand was ſo higli 
for a Room, that we could not an- 
{wer it; tRerefore we demanded a 
free Priſon: And we were put into 
2 dark Dungeon, not above Twelve 
Foot one way, and Eleven Foot the 
other; being a damp Earthen Floor, 
and Stone Walls. that ſtood with Dew 
on them, being 21 in Number. We 
having ſent for freſh Straw to fit and 
lie on, it was not ſuffer d to be brought 
in. The Five Days being ended, we 
demanded our Liberty ; but that was 
denied us, unleſs we would pay 11's. 
44. a piece; and upon Refuſal to pay, 
we were kept three Weeks, until the 
Petty Seſſions; and being ſent for, the 
Juſtices demanded of the Goaler why 
we were ſo long detained ? His An- 
ſwer was, We would not pay the 
CESIFO!

And at my ſpeaking 
theſe words, the Conſtable and Informer 
came 1n, and carried me away to a 
Juſtice, his Name was Ralph Hawrrey, 
who Fined me 20/. and ſent me to 
Nengate a Priſoner, with a Mittimus; 
wherein he charged me, that I had 
Exhorted the People to Keep their Meet- 
ings in the Name of Jeſus ; notwith- 
ſtanding the Laws of Men to the contrary; 
or words to that purpoſe. Whereby 
all that fear the Lord, may fee what 


| Arbitrary, Illegal, and Unpreſidented 
| Proceedings our Perſecutors made uſe 


of, to hinder the Work of God. 
Whilſt T was at Uxbridge about the 
Children, as above, Warrants being 
Iſſued forth, to make Diſtreſs for the 
Fines above-mentioned, being 1004. 
5 5, They opened my Doors, and took 
away all my Goods they found, lea- 
ving me neither Bed to lie on, nor 
Stool to fit on; and I was kept Pri- 
ſoner till Quarter Seſſions, being three 
Months, and with ſeven more was 
brought to the Seſions.

Hall, and we were all tendered the 
Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy : 
My Plea was then, As an Engliſh-Man 
I ought to be either Acquitted or Con- 
demned. for the cauſe, for which I was 
Committed, before I ſhould anſwer to 
any other Matter or Cauſe: Beſides, 
TI look'd upon my ſelf to be Illegally 
Committed, as being Fined, and Com- 
mitted for the fame Fact. They told 
me, I muſt anſwer whether I would 
Swear or no, and then I ſhould be 
heard : But my anſwer was as before. 
On which I was remanded back to 
Priſon with the reſt. And afterwards 
we were ſent for again, and it was 
demanded whether we- would Swear 
or no? I making my former Plea, but 
they would not admit of it. I then 
Queried, How they (profeſſing them- 
ſelves to be Chriſtian Magiſtrates) could 
urge me to break Chriſt's poſitive 
Command, Not 10 Swear at all; and 
the Advice of the Apoſtle James, 
Swear not?; Upon which it was Re- 
uired to carry us away. And being 
for again, they read the e

of Prenwnire againſt us; and ſo we 
continued? above the ſpace of two 
Years : And then we were all diſ- 
charged by the 4# of Grace from 
the King. „ 

Afterwards keeping to Meetings at 
Wanſworth, it being the Parts where 
my Converſation was known, and 
where I thought the Teſtimony of it 
might beſt fall in with my — 
in nn * Truth: For which 
Teſtimony of Truth, I was again 
taken at Manſworth, and W 
were iſſued forth by Juſtice Date, to 
make Diſtreſs for Threeſcore Pounds: 
But the Officers being grown more 
Moderate, would not again break 
open Doors, to ſeize my Goods; 
but ſtill Returned their Warrants. 
Then the Juſtice iſſued forth a War- 
rant to ſearch for a Meeting, ſaying, 
They might by that break open my 
Doors, if I refuſed to open, and the 
Law would bear them out in that 
Caſe: Which Warrant the Officers 
came with, and many of the Inhabi- 
tants with them, telling me what

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Warrant they had ; and being in the 
Yard, upon my deſire they read it, 
asking me, If I had any beſides thoſe 
of my on Houſe? I anſwered, No; 
but I ſhould have been glad to have 
had a Meeting at my Houle, that by 
it there might have been ſome In- 
formation given to my Neighbours, 
for their good. Many other Words 
I had with them; and ever ſince 
they have ſhewed themſelves very 
tender and loving. They would on- 
ly have my Caſements opened, and 
not my Door. And after going down 
my Yard to the out-Houſes, came up 
again, ſaying, They were all ſatisfied 
there was no Meeting; and ſo went 
and Returned their Warrants. But 
the Juſtice refuſing to take it, they 
ſaid, They had done what the Law 

uired ; and fo threw down the 

arrant : At which he ſaid, If they 
would fend me to him, he would re- 
ceive it: They faid they would tell 
me of it, if he would promiſe them 
I ſhould come again without Trou- 
ble; and he granted it. On which

would to my own Soul; ſaying, Pray 
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they: came, and told me of all this; 
I owning their 'Tendernefs.  After- 
wards I went. to him, at which he 
asked me, What I would have with 
him? I ſaid; I was told he had ſent 
for me, and I am come to know tor 


what. He ſaid, I muſt diſtrain your 
Goods. I faid, Thou haſt done that 
before; and not only ſo, but haſt 
preſs*d the Proſecuting of me, both 
at Aſſize and Seſſions, for not Con- 
forming. And now Conſider what 
that Mouth and Tongue of thine hath 


ſaid formerly, as I have been told, 


the which was true, That I had been 
very kind to thee ; and is this the 
way of, Requiting it? Know for cer- 
tain, that that God whom I have ſer- 
ved, and for whoſe Cauſe I now ſuffer, 
will avenge me; for Vengeance is the 
Lord's, and he will Repay it, one way 
or other, except thou ſpeedily Repent : 


At which the Lord ſo ſmote him, that 


he came Trembling, and caught hold 
of my. Wriſt, Crying out, and ſaying 
often, I will do you no more hurt than

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go to the Officers, and tell them, I will 
never trouble them any more upon the 
account of you : The which I told 
them, and they were glad. And in- 
deed he did ee trouble me after, 
but made it his Buſineſs to prevent 
the Deſigns of the Informers. But 
after this, there was ſomo Complaint 
againſt him, and he was upon it Diſ- 
miſſed; and one Sir John Broagerick 
ſucceeded in his Room; and he did 
alſo prevent the Informers, by Ar 5 
ing us out of our Meeting-Houfe, 
ich was for about two Years and 
_ half: But it proved for good Ser- 
vice for the Truth; for many came 
there that would not have come into 
the Houſe. And there were many 
Livitg and Powerful Teſtimonies born 

in the Street, and to the Convincing 

of many, and for the Strengt wat 
the Weak, and for the Ce ve + 


the Faithful, the Lord honouring us 


with his Preſence. 
Now, after this, when we” got into 
our 'Meeting-Houſe again, and were 


met, one Juſtice Forſter of Putney came 
93 | to 
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there; where they lay till they were 
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to it, and took our Names, and mine 
as a Preacher, and fined me 104. And 
afterwards he, with others, came with 
a Conſtable to ſeize for the Fine: But 
the Conſtable, being a Sober Neigh- 
bourly Man, when he came to my 
Door, ſaid, Neighbour Green, where 
are you We are come to feize your 
Gobdi, i you will let us in. At which 
the Juſtice being in à great Rage at 
him, and going down my Yard; and 


ſeeing ſome'Oars'and Poles of mine, 
Required the Conſtable to take them 


away; at which he ſaid, I am 70 
Porter: Then, faid the Juſtice, Com- 
mand ſome other to do it: Then, 
ſaid the Conſtable, 1 Command you to 
do it. Then the juſtice, in his 
Rage, made his Mittimus to ſend 
him to Priſon; but, by the Per- 
ſwaſion of ſome there with him, did 
deſiſt that, but Fined him. And af- 
ter: that, he, with ſome others, broke 
into his Houſe, and ſeized ſome 
Pack-Caslis, for the Fine ; yet car- 
ried them not away, but left them

near: ſpoiled, and then he had chem 
again. ot 2in bait h 

But to . The ſaid Juſtin, acl 
High- Conſtable, and another. Petty - 
Coriſtable, came and! ſeized a Barge 
of mine, that coſt-mey5 11. and had 
it carried away, and ſeveral times ot 
ſered it to Sale, hut none would Buy 
it, I being very well known and be- 
lord. And aſter it had been carry 
about from Place to Place for Sale; 5 
at length it was found a Drift, by one 
who knew not of its being ſened; 


who, hearing that it was my Barge, 


in Love brought it ta me: But I being 
ſenſible what might befal me for my 


Reoeiv ing it, went to the High Con- 


ſtable and Petty Conſtable, honda, 

ing at the ſeizing of it, and told them 
how it came to me, and where I had 
laid it; faying, Now ãt was come to 
me again, I was Willing to keep it; 
but if they took! it away again, I 
would not hinder them. This Ac- 
count was given 10 the Juſtice; Who 


fent his Warrant and ſeized me, and 


Committed me to the Mar ſbalſea Pri- 
ſon. a 8 Now 
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Now after Three Weeks end, was 
the Aſſize held at the Marſbalſca; and 
the laſt Day of it came that Juſtice 
Forſter, nad the High Conſtable, and 
Petty Conſtable with lum, to me in 
the Priſon; the Juſtice ſaying, He 


came out of Love to ſce me, and to 


adviſe me for my Good: Which was, 
That he would have me pay my Fine, 
for he ſaid, he was ſure the Grand- 
Jury had found the Bill againſt me; 
and beſides, if you ſhould come oft, 
I :have*.ſuch an Influence wich tlie 
Judge, as to cauſe the Oath; to be 
tenderꝰd to you, ' and I know. you 
will not take it; and then you will 
be run up to a Premunire, aud then 
3 are not like to come out as long 

as you live. To which my Auſwer 
was: Thou ſaid'ſt, thy coming was 


in Love, to adviſe: me for my Good; 


But by all that thou haſt ſaid, it ap- 
pears the contrary; for now I per- 
ceive thou haſt deviſed. as much Mit 


chief as thou canſt againſt me: As to 


the Fine, if it were but Ten Pence, 
Fo "_ WI; I would not pay 
B 3 it:

it: And if the Lord ſhould petmit 
thee to do as thou haſt ſaid, and fo 
be tlie cauſe of bringing my Gray

thee. At which t went away 
and the two Contes being call 
before the Grand Jury, were asked 
what they had againſt Theophilus Green, 
that ſtood there Indicted ? The High 
Confſtable's Anſwer was, That as to 
Theophilus Green, he is as honeſt a Man, 
of a Quaker, as lives about us; and 
he was lately in Office for the Poor, 
and behaved himſelf as well in it as 
any hath done theſe Twenty Years ; 
and touching the Barge he is In- 
dicted for, When it came to him, he 
came to us, and told how it 
and where he had laid it; ſaying, If 
we would take it away again, he 
would not hinder us. This being all 
we have to lay; : 
Now when they were Diſmiſſed, 
ſome of the Grand Jury knowing me 
very well * the Cauſe too, did 
1 aggravato 
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aggravate the matter very high againſt 
Tobice Forſter, but they RS 
thing to him, to make Satisfaction to 


me. However, as to the Indictment, 
they brought it in gaoramus. 80 J 
was; cleared by Proclamation, But 


Sir Richard How, being one of the 
Jury, came and told me this; with 
Advice to Arreſt the JIuſtice; there 
being two good Actions, as Defama- 
tion, and Falſe Impriſonment. I ſaid, 


I owned their Love, but would leave 


it to the Lord, for whoſe. Cauſe I 
ſuffered ; for Vengeance is the Lord's, 
aud he will Repay it. And fo the 
Lord did in ſome little time after; 
for he died, as was Reported, in great 
Horrour and Miſery: So that it was 
look d upon to be as a juſt Judgment 


from God, for his Wickednels. 


Next to Forſter, was one Peirce, the 
Bridgeboaſe Juſtice; he allo fell very 
Maliciouſly upon me, breaking open 
my Doors to ſpoil me alſo; But he 


died ſoon after, between the times of 
my Sufferings. |
